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1. The Balehik airfield, approximately 3,000 meters long and 200 meters wide, 
which is currently being constructed by approximately 6,000 Trudovaks, will 
be completed near the end of 1951. The field has three hangars waich hold 
three airplanes each. The hangars are 20 meters wide and 40 meters long. 


2. Thirty to forty old-type biplanes and single and trinle-enrine monoplanes 
are currently based at this field. Informant heard that because of the 
small sice of the field the planes would be trensferred and based at the 
Dobrich airfield. 


3. Approximately 100 air force nersonnel are stationed at the field, 
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
